WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


veteran American diplomat who 
•was deputy chief of mission in 
Cairo when the Israeli-Arab war' 
erupted last June says political 
timidity in Washington kept the 
United States from taking steps 
that might have prevented the 
war. 


He is David G. Nes, whose 


resignation from the U.S. For- 
eign Service was revealed Mon- 
day. 
Nes, who had 26 years 


with the service, said he re- 
signed 
because 
he 
became 


convinced that President Gamal 
Abdel 
Nasser's 
decision to 


close the Gulf of Aqaba to Is- 
raeli shipping ultimately led to 
the war. 


"We warned Washington from 


Cairo that Nasser felt he was 
being pushed into a corner," 
Nes said, "and we predicted 
that he would lash out, V'e rec- 
ommended some kind of gesture 
from Washington which would 
assure Nasser that we were not 
hostile, but this recommenda- 
tion was ignored, 


"Nobody in Washington was 


willing to take the political risk 
Involved in doing anything for 
Egypt, Nobody wanted to be ac- 
cused of helping Nasser, This 
was true at all levels— the State 
Department, the Congress and. 
the White House," 


Nes, along with 576 other 


Americans, was expelled from 
Egypt last June after the Egyp- 
tians accused the United States 
of participating In the war on Is- 
raeli's side- a charge the Unit- 
ed States denied, 


Immediately after his expul* 


sjon, Nes charged the State Pe» 
partment had refused to heed, 
warnings from its Cairo embas* 
sy on the gravity of the Middle 
East situation,

THE DOCTOR 
SAYS 


Marijuana has become one 


of the most controversial sub- 
jects of the day. Unlike mor- 
phine, cocaine and the barbi- 
turates, it has no medicinal 
value. It causes psychologic 
dependence rather than true 
addiction or physical depend- 
ence. A derivative of the 
hemp plant, Cannabls saliva, 
it has been known for many 
centuries under such names 
as hashish, bhang and dagga. 
Although traffic in the drug is 
illegal, control is difficult be- 
cause the hemp grows so 
readily in all parts of the 
world. 


The smoke from cigarettes 


containing marijuana, when 
inhaled, is irritating and fre- 
quent use causes c h r o n i c 
bronchitis. It also affects the 
brain, but not in any con- 
sistent or predictable way. 
This effect, when it is felt, 
occurs within a few minutes 
and may last for 10 to 12 
hours. Some habitual users of 
this drug develop mental dis- 
ease, but it is possible that 
persons with a tendency to de- 
velop a psychosis are more 
easily lured into using the 
drug than are normal per- 
sons. 


The fact that many young 


p e r s o n s today are/trying 
marijuana just for kicks is a 
sad commentary on their mo- 
tivation toward more worth- 
while goals and their total 
lack of inner resources. As a 
noted psychiatrist has said, 
"You don't need drugs to give 
you an awareness of the won- 
ders of the world. All you 
need is rapt attention to your 
surroundings."The rumor has 
gotten around that smoking 
marijuana i m p r o v e s one's 
creative and artistic ability, 
but scientific observation fails 
to substantiate such a claim. 


Since the use of marijuana 


does not cause a physical de- 
pendence, there are no tortur- 
ous withdrawal s y m p t o m s 
when its use is discontinued. 
That, however, does not elimi- 
nate the problems of psycho- 
logical dependence. Chronic 
users of the drug who give it 
up relapse about as often as 
users of heroin, Psychological 
dependence of any kind is an 
indication of a serious per- 
sonality problem that can be 
solved only when it is deter- 
mined what it is that is really 
bothering the v i c t i m con- 
sciously, 
subconsciously or 


both. For such a determina- 
tion, expert psychiatric help 
may be necessary.

subs are targeted 
primarily 


against strategic objectives in 
the Eurasian land mass, rather 
than the United States.- 


However, the missiles in the 


H Class submarines, with a. 
range reportedly up to 3,000 
miles, are 
believed targeted 


against the United States. 


The G Class ballistic-missile 


submarines went into construc- 
tion 10 years ago and were de- 
signed for surface launching of 
missiles. Submerged launching 
enables submarines to elude de- 
tection much more easily. The 
G Class 
submarines 
mount 


three missiles in a large con- 
ning tower from which they are 
launched vertically. 


The H Class subs also are 


built to launch three missiles 
vertically.

supplies and men to the South

the war to date? 


Is the cost In human life, 


planes and bombs worth it? 
Nearly 1,000 airmen have been 
killed or 
captured. 
It costs 


$283,800 to train a jet fighter pi- 
lot. At least 797 planes worth 
$1.6 billion have been downed 
over the North. More than one 
million tons of bombs have been 
dropped. 


Momyer, who Is Gen. William 


C. Westmoreland's deputy com- 
mander for all U.S. air opera- 
lions over Vietnam and Laos 
gave this sumup of results: 


"I think we kept most of the 


war In the North, In that we 
prevented his air force from 
coming down where It was a 


Vietnam. This Is'Tmajor accom- 
plishment in my judgment. It's 
permitted us to use concentrat- 
ed logistical installations like 
Da Nang, Cam Ranh Bay and 
the others that otherwise would 
be very difficult to operate 11 
you didn't have control of the 
air." 


"As the consequence of this 


air superiority, I think It's given 
us more latitude to use our 
forces the way that we wanted 
to, and at the same time It has

"Secondly, I think we've had 


a major Impact on disrupting 
his lines of communications and 
deploying of forces to the South. 
1 think that we've upset his time 
schedule, we've interfered with 
the delivery of these logistics on 
the schedules that he needed In 
order to sustain the type of op- 
erations that are essential, 


"And thirdly, 
I think that 


we've accomplished one of our 
objectives of bringing our close 
air support operations to a high- 
er state of effectiveness theft 
we've achieved at any other pe- 
riod in the war, We've achieved 
this In the last year and a half 
to where I'm satisfied 
that 


we're far above the effective- 
ness that we achieved In World 
War n and Korea for close air 
support of our ground forces," 


Has the bombing significantly 


reduced the flow of Communist 
troops and supplies Into South 
Vietnam? 


"I think some people are in- 


clined to think that an Interdic- 
tion program can be set up that 
is absolute and that you can ef- 
fectively seal off all movements 
of supplies, men and materiel," 
Momyer said. "We know from 
our experience in previous wars 
an interdiction program can't 
accomplish this objective* 


"What It can do Is disrupt and 


upset his time schedules, make 
it more difficult for him to get 
his troops and equipment to- 
gether at the time and place 
that he wants them. And under 
a little different circumstances 
than you have here In South 
Vietnam— If you had a more for- 
malized type of war where your 
army could put on extensive 
pressure and force him to con- 
sume logistics at a higher rate 
than he can replace— your In- 
terdiction program under these 
circumstances can be highly ef- 
fective. 


"So under the circumstance 


which we are fighting, I feel our 
Interdiction program has been 
highly successful In the disrup- 
tion and Inconvenience and the 
difficulties it has placed upon 
his system In moving these on a 
.regular and scheduled basis."

"Once f ve been able to ef- 
fectively deal with these targets 
then I think the question of addi- 
tional targets should be brought 
under examination. 


"At the moment I have a 


number of targets that have re- 
generated as a result of the bad 
•weather. I'm referring specifi- 
cally to bridges, marshalling 
yards and the lines of communi- 
cations In North Vietnam that 
are currently shielded because 
of the weather," 


Asked for details of how the 


bombing Is hurting North Viet- 
nam, Momyer observed: 


"I think there's a pretty good 


Indication that he's got about 
500,000 people tied up one way 
or another with repairing the 
lines of communications, recon- 
structing bridges. He's probably 
got another 100,000 to another 
150,000 tied up with his defense 
system, so that's about three 
quarters of a million people that 
are tied down by the air cam- 
paign that otherwise could be 
utilized, I would think, In sup- 
porting forces here In the South. 
I think this Is a direct contribu- 
tion that the air campaign has 
made.. . 


"Little bits and pieces of In- 


formation give me the decided 
impression that we are having a 
very adverse affect on nil as- 
pects of his civil economy and 
his military structure."
